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The Fundamental Issues Between Industry and Finance

HB present conflict is an expres- 
sion of a fundamental Gispute be- 
tween industry and finance. Itisa 
conflict between service and profit. 
Vast opposing forces are operating and 
must centinue to operate until there is 
an adjustment that permits the suprem- 
acy of service and victcry for public 
welfare. 

Finance rules-industry today. In the 
case of railroads Wall Street makes rail- 
road policy in the interest. of profits. 
Railroad policy is not made in the in- 
terest of transportation. A policy ordered 
by finance has profits as its object. It 
must demand low wages. It must shear 
whatever it is possible to shear and it 
will shear wherever there is not a strong 
opposing foree to prevent that shearing. 

Finance is incompetent to manage and 
fix the policy for industry. The prime 
requirement is that industry serve ‘the 
public. This cannot be if the useful men 
and women are denied all chance to ex- 
press themsclves. 

The purpose of coa! mines should be to 
furnish heat, light and power. Today the 
purpose of coal mines is to make profits 
for those who own coal mines. Even 
where profit is not made the purpose is 
profit, and it is with that in view that 
policies are made. 

Those who invest capital demand labor 
policies that will help make profits. They 
necessarily oppose labor policies that are 
designed primarily to bring about coal 
production. 

Control of production policies does not 
properly belong to those who merely con- 
trol money. 

Control of production policies properly 
belongs to those actively interested and 
engaged in production, to those who are 
competent to judge production policies, 
to those engaged in the business of 
giving service. 


Production Facts Necessary 
If the public can secure recognition of 


its rights in connection with production 
it can afford to forget about the control 
of money. It must concern itself today 
with the control of money only because 
money is an instrument through which 
an improper power is wielded. 

Facts about production are necessary 
to an understanding of what is wronz 
with production. YWacts about production 
are today private property, and in some 
cases are so treated with the sanction 
of governments and courts. 

The Federal Trade Commission, carry- 
ing out an order of Congress, sought 
facts about coal production. It could get 
these facts only from the books of em- 
ployers. The employers refused to allow 
access to those facts in their books. The 
courts sustained the employers, saying, 
these facts belong to the mine owners. 

Financial control makes this secrecy 
1ccessary. If industry were controlled 
by industry, such secrecy would not be 
necessary and would cease. Competition 
for dividends would become obsolete, but 
competition for efficiency and for high- 
grade production and service would take 
its place, preserving the valuable prin- 
ciple-of competition without robbing the 
workers and consumers. 

Financial thievery is possible largely 
because industrial facts are private prop- 
erty and protected as such. Private own- 
ership of facts must stop. 

Corporations, trying to reduce wages, 
ask the public to sympathize with tho 
corporations. They expect a verdict in 
the dark because the public knows 
nothing about production costs, the effi- 
ciency of production methods or the mar- 
ket need for the commodities. 

Money is invested to produce 
not to produce commodities. 

If financiers can make bigger divi- 
dends by investing in a gambling stock 
market corner to create an artificial 
shortage of a staple than by investing in 


profits, 


the manufacture of a staple 
invest in the gamble. 
The Purpose of Investment 

Need for commodities has nothing to 
do wiih investment of money. Rate of 
return dias everything to do with invest- 
ment. Not all can invest in speculative 
or highly profitable directions. Some 
must invest in less profitable ventures. 
All invest with the primary idea of profit, 
not with the primary idea of service. 

Production is primarily for profit. 
That is the basis of the real issue today. 
That is why mine owners, nationally or- 
ganized, guard their secrets and refuse 
tu agree upon terms with the workers. 
That is why railroad managements man- 
aging in the name of Wall Street refuse 
to come together with the workers and 
agree upon terms. Management is serv- 
ing profit, not production needs, not the 
requirements of the people. This is the 
biggest fact in the whole situation. It is 
the fact that is at the bottom of every- 
thing, and until people consider and 
understand that fact they are dealing 
with superficialities. 

The first step toward righting what is 
wrong is the establishment in industry 
of a uniform cost accounting system. 
That will make possible the scientific 
gathering of essential facts. Industry 
itself does not know the facts about 
itself, It is to a large degree blind so 
far aS management is cone {

A Picture of Wall Street

Wall Street must be deprived of ita 
power, its roots dug out of our industrial 
fabric. 

Wall Street, meaning money power, ex: 
tends its control everywhere, dealing 
with the dead hand of increment, placing 
living humanity in bondage to dead men 
who have left money produced by dead 
men and which extorts its profits from 
the toil and requirements of the living. 

There is a deep, vital issue to be 
solved. We have not a class struggle; 
but a struggle between great primary’ 
forces, between a group interest and a 
great universal human interest. 

Strikes, such as those on the railroads 
in the mines, in the textile mills, cannot 
be understood by looking at the surface 
The background is where the full truth 
lies. 

Labor is holding the line for humanity, 
contending with all of its might, with its 
very life, for the great ideal of service— 
for the great practical necessity, produc- 
tion primarily for the satisfaction of 
human needs. Labor is contending 
continued enthronement of 
profit as the autocrat of our destinies 

If labor’s line is broken the public wel- 
fare will be engulfed. 

The Monarch of Gold eks to rule for 
gold alone. Labor seeks to serve. It 
seeks to bring freedom to management, 
co-operation to all industry. It seeks to 
make industry serve human needs 

Back of all industrial strife today is 
that underlying motive force. Back of 
every struggle is that background. Untt! 
that is understood and dealt with intelli- 
gently and constructively there will be 
no step toward final remedy 


Rights of Labor Are Above the Rights of Money 


Leader of Shopmen Shows What Ie 
Meant by Seniority issue and Declares 
That Mere Minority of Money Can- 
not Override Interest of Nation 
and Humanity. 


Bert M. Jewell, president of the Rail- 
way Employees’ Department of the 
American Federation of Labor, has de- 
fined the seniority question in terms that 
may startle railroad managers, but that 
will appeal as sound sense to the masses 
of the people. Here are some of the 
things Jewell said: 


The railway executives are chosen by 
the money investors in the railroads as 
representatives of their interest. They 
represent the stockholders, who have 
voting power, and they represent the 
bondholders to the extent that every 
debtor represents the interest of his cred- 
itors. But it is an error to assume that, 
because the executives represent the 
money investors, they represent the 
“owners” of the transportation industry. 
On the contrary, they represent merely 
the owners of certain properties which 
are used in the public service, and which, 
while necessary for carrying on this 
service, are of minor importance in com- 
parison with the men who are even more 
indispensable to the operation of the 
industry.

is merely coal and steel, and it is not 
worth anything if you do not get good 
men with it.” 

No one “owns” the transportation in- 
dustry. A large part of the physical prop- 
erties used in furnishing transportation 
are held in private ownership. But that 
ownership does not authorize the exer- 
cise of complete and unlimited “private 
rights of property,” because the service 
to which these properties are devoted is 
a public service, and the right of any 
individual to control his property, when 
it is devoted to a public service, is defi- 
nitely limited by law. 

Property Right Is Limited Definitely 

It is written in an opinion of the Su 
preme Court of the United States 

“The essential element of individual 
property is the legal right to exclude 
others from enjoying it; If the property 
is private, the right of exclusion may be 
absolute, If the property is affected with 
the public interest, the right of exclusion 
is qualified.” 

Therefore, in defining the authority of 
the railway executives, it must be 
realized at the outset, first, that they rep 
resent only the minority interest of the 
money investors in the transporation in 
dustry, and, second, that their power as 
representatives of the owners of tie 
physical properties of the railroads is a 
power limited in law by the requirement 
that those properties must be used in the 
public interest. It is not the “owners” 
of the railroads who speak through the 
railway executives. These executives 
speak merely for a limited private inter 
est in the physical properties which have 
been devoted voluntarily to the public 
service. This private interest in railroad 
properties has been held. repeatedly by 


the highest courts to be subordinate to 
the dominating public interest in these 
instruments of public service. 

Now, in contrast to this minor and lim- 
ited interest which the railway execu- 
tives represent,, let consideration be 
given to the much larger interest in the 
transportation industry represented by 
the officials of the organized employees. 
The money investors have contributed 
some of their surplus wealth to this in- 
dustry. The labor investors have con- 
tributed themselves. They have invested 
in this industry their lives, their training 
and capacity for earning a livelihood. 
This is a large and serious investment, 
2nd one e.titied to far greater protection 
han any money investment. A man may 
lose all his money and yet be capable of 
supporting himself and his family. But 
the average skilled worker, who has 
given the best years of his life to one 
employment, must retain a position in 
his choscn industry, because the older he 
grows and the greater his family respon 
sibilities, the more nearly impossible will 
it become for him to make an adequate 
living elsewhere. The man skilled in 
making repairs to locomotives, just as 
the engineer skilled in driving locomo- 
tives, has in a very real sense invested 
his life in the transportation industry. 
After ten or fifteon years’ service, it is 
tniikely that he will be able to make 
himself as useful or to make his services 
ss valuable in any other line of work. 
itewards for Service Must Be Attractive 

If the transportation industry is to 
ttract workers of the calibre necessary 
for its efficient oseration, it must offer 
ihese workers encouraging rewards of 
service. Gne of the most effective re 
wards of service’ is an assurance of per- 


manent employment, which will inc 
with length of service. Another valuable 
inducement is freedom from discharge 
in the exercise of arbitrary or tyrannical 
authority. The railway employees have 
organized to protect themselves, not 
merely from the imposition of inadeqtate 
wages and unfair working conditions, but 
most of all to protect their investment in 
the transportation industry—to insure 
that, by the exercise of arbitrary power, 
they shall not be deprived of the invest 
ments of their years of work. 

It is even more in the public interest 
that the labor investment in industry 
shall be protected than that the money 
investments shall be protected. Would 
it not seem absurd to argue that every 
possible legal protection should be 
thrown around the five per cent of rail- 
roading that is ‘coal and steel” and that 
the ninety-five per cent that is “human” 
should be given no protection whatso 
over? Would it not seem absurd to argue 
that the minority money investment 
should rule the industry and be protected 
from loss by every power of the law, and 
that the majority labor investment, not 
only should have no voice in the control, 
but also should be subject to destruction 
at the will of the minority interest? Is 
it not clear, since the railway executives 
exercise their authority

A NEW MUSIC PUBLISHING 

What bids fair to be a boon to musi- 
cians in general and members .of the 
A. ¥F. of M..in-particular is a new music 
publishing firm known as the United 
Music Publishers, with headquarters in 
Austin, Texas. 

The new firm is founded for the direct 
purpose of following a policy directly 
opposite that of most present-day music 
publishers in that they will employ no 
staff writers on whom they will depend 
for material, but will rather depend on 
the musicians and lyric writers through- 
out the country. They will, however, 
have a staff of musical and lyric critics 
whose duty it will be to assist the musi- 
cians and lyric writers in their efforts 
to produce completed musical composi- 
tions that’ will be of musical and finan- 
cial benefit to the composers, as well as 
tend to raise the standard of present-day 
American music. This affords a method 
of co-operation between the musicians 
and lyric writers that has never before 
been possible, and the founders of this 
company believe it will have far-reaching 
results.

To give an idea of their policy, the 
lyrics sent in to the company are 
referred to the critics, who make im- 


provements where necessary, if the sub- 
jects treated in the original lyrics seem 
to be of promise. The corrected lyrics 
are then diatributed among the musi- 
cians, who compose music for them. The 
musicians return the completed compo- 
sitions to the company and those that 
look promising from a musical and finan- 
cial standpoint are published and - the 
joint composers are paid a straight roy- 
alty.

Rights of Labor Are 
Above the Rights 
of Money.

The refusal of the labor investor to 
continue to make additional investments 
under non-acceptable conditions provides 
no basis for denying to him rights which 
have accrued from his previous invest- 
ments. If the first mortgage bondholders 


of a railroad refused to advance more 
money on a second mortgage bond issue, 


the executives of the railroad would have 
no authority to give to the second mort- 
gage bondholders a prior lien in order to 
punish the.first mortgage bondholders 
for refusing to invest more money, or, in 
other words, for carrying on a capital 
strike. If the officers of a railroad should 
promise, in order to make the second 
mortgage investment attractive, that they 
would give the second mortgage bond- 
holders priority over the first mortgage 
bondholders, the courts would hold such 
a promise of the executives to be void. 
Seniority Is a Prior Lien on Employment 

In like manner, if in fairness and jus- 
tice to the public interest as well as 
injustice to the workers, the senior em- 
ployees in the transportation industry 
should be held to have a prior lien upon 
positions of employment, any promises 
of the railway executives to destroy that 
prior lien should be held void as a law- 
less attempt to destroy valuable rights 
and to disregard the public right to effi- 
cient publie utility service.

It, has been repeatedly threatened and 
the threat has been repeatedly carried 
out by the leading railroads of-the coun- 
try that, when the wages and working 
conditions established by the Labor 
Board for the shop craft men do not meet 
with the approval of the railroads, they 
may discharge all the employees affected 
and contract out their work to private 
contractors who will put into force lower 
wages and less favorable working condi- 
tions. The executives may reply that 
they have agreed to accept the “validity” 
of Labor Board decisions condemning 
this practice. But they accepted “with 
the understanding” that they might bring 
law suits “to question the validity” of 
such decisions. Then if the decisions 
are held illegal or only “advisory,” it is 
clear that the executives will obey them 
or not as they choose. 

The fact that the managements do not 
agree to furnish work, although they ask 
that the men agree to accept work of- 
fered, gives anather evidence that the 
railroad executives have not yet seen the 
fairness of treating men with at least 
the same consideration that they give to 
dollars. More than half the money in- 
vested in railways is represented by se- 
curities bearing fixed rates of interest. 
Compensation for this money investment 
must be regularly paid. The bondholders 
cannot be discharged in slack times. If 
there are surplus funds which cannot be 
used profitably in the operations the 
executives must invest them in other 
enterprises to keep them working or else 
pay for idle money. But if there is a 
surplus of railway employees in slack 
times the executives accept no responsi- 

bility for continuous compensation for 
labor investments. On the contrary, they 
insist upon the right of arbitrary dis- 
charge, the right to cut men off from 
earning thiir living in the service in 


which they have invested their lives.

Whose Investment: in- Railroads Is 


Largest? 


To give some idea-of the comparative 
size of the labor investment and the 
money ‘investment in the transportation 
industry, let us capitalize the money 
value of a railway employee, which, on 
the basis of average earnings of $1,500, 
capitalized at five per cent, would be 
$30,000. This would mean that two mil- 
lion railway employegs represent a labor 
investment translated into terms of dol- 
lars of at least $60,;000,000,000. The ten- 
tative valuation of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission indicates that the ac- 
tual money investment in the railways is 
far less than $18,000,000,000.° Therefore, 
to speak in terms of money, the railway 
executives are claiming that the $18,000,- 
000,000 in the transportatién industry 
which they represent’ shall receive 
superior and prior consideration to that 
given to the $60,000,000,000 represented 
by the organized employees, and that, by 
authority from this minority,.money in- 
vestment, they should be permitted, with 
the sanction of law, to destroy the $60,- 
000,000,000 labor investment and to pun- 
ish the labor -investors for their “refasal

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A YEAR OF GREAT RESISTANCE 

HE workers of America have passed through a 
"Pree of unusual unrest, It was a year marked with 

unprecedented business stagnation and industrial 

conflict. Wages, hours, working conditions of the 
organized and unorgantzed workers alike have been 
unmercifully attacked, but the main drive has been 
eentered on the trades unions, because it is they who 
have been the backbone of resistance to the ruthless 
exploitation and oppression of the workers. 

The audacity of those who have made it their busi- 
ness to attack, in every possible manner, the voluntary 
erganizations of the workers has had no parallel in 
our country. The steel strike in 1919 was the opening 
shot. By the most brutal measures conceivable almost 
every vestige of organization was blasted out of this 
industry. 

Innumerable union-smashing campaigns followed 
almost immediately and throughout the country the 
drive has been made ever since to destroy or weaken 
the trade union movement in every industry, large and 
small, 

The histery of the past year is the history of the 
most merciless attack ever made upon the workers in 
this country. The garment trades, the printing trades, 
the packing house employees, each in turn have been 
seriously attacked, and this assault is still under way. 
Almost daily new groups of workers have come to feel 
the weight of the onslaught of combined wealth—organ- 
ized employers. 

In this struggle the workers have found themselves 
confronted not only by organized power of the pos- 
sessors of wealth and the owners of the tools of pro- 
duction, but the power of government has reached out 
its strong arm to crush the hopes and aspirations of: 
the workers. More vicious injunctions have been issued 
in the past year than heretofore. Indeed, judges like 
Anderson of Indianapolis and McClintic of West Vir- 
ginia would, if they could, destroy the whole trade 
union movement by one sweeping injunction, and the 
administration governing the United States would make 
of the labor movement a mere debating society by 
robbing the workers of their little savings if they, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, transgress upon the riches 
and profits of the possessing class, Federal troops have 
been used to shoot down protesting strikers and 
feudalisite principles have been modernized in the form 
of industrial courts, boards and commissions in order 
to enslave the wage earners. 

In spite of all these attacks the trade union move- 
ment has not faltered. The trade unions have coun- 
tered every blow. Receding a little here, turning aside 
a little there, the organized workers have stubbornly 
resisted encroachments upon their rights everywhere. 
While the ranks of labor have lessened in number, the 
losses entailed have been more than equalized by added 
militancy that pressure from without has forced upon 
them. Those attacks have only solidified the wage 
earners into a more impregnable phalanx and the inten- 
sive onslaughts have made the workers more deter- 
mined to recoup their losses and to move forward with 
greater strides when the opportune moment presents 

itself. 

That the photo-engravers should have been involved 
in this whirlpool] of industrial strife and economic con- 
flict should occasion no surprise. To have anticipated 
that our employers would remain adamant to all these 
forces—base, brutal and material—arrayed against all 
wage earners, would have been to accredit them with 
virtues possessed by few men indeed. It is remarkable, 
bowever, that, having been attacked on a national basis 
and in a campaign of oppression and suppression, 
wherein every force and device, every influence and 
power, cuptiing, trickery and deception, were employed 








without check or restraint, that we should have con- 
quered practically without loss and with only a slight 
wound here and there. 

No experience ¢can testify more eloquently to the 
soundness of our course and demonstrate more impres- 
sively the great value of the common tie and under- 
standing that bind our membership into one solid 
phalanx than the struggles and trials we have passed 
through so successfully during the past year.—Matthew ; 
Woll in Federationist. 


DEFENSE OF UNIONISM WRITTEN 32 YEARS AGO 


HE LABOR CALL reprints an historical defense of 
T tsaze unionism written thirty-two years ago by the 

late Chief Justice Higinbotham, of Australia. In 

forwarding a donation to a woman to assist the 
wives and families of workers on strike, this jurist 
said: 

“] do not think that despondency should be allowed 
to damp the energy or to divert the purpose at this 
juncture of any true unionist, who knows how much and 
how long labor has suffered for want of union, and how 
much labor has gained through union, though still 
imperfect and far too limited in its operations. 

“] think it is clear that recent defeat has been caused 
by the want of more complete and extended union 
amongst the classes that labor, and this lesson, if it be 
well understood and remembered, will prove a greater 
benefit to labor than present victory. Nor should we 
forget that strikes are, and must continue for a time to 
be, the only weapon in the last resource that labor can 
use in waging lawful war with capital. 

“I share with you in the beltef and hope that time will 
bring peace between those two factors of human indus- 
try, but that time will not come until labor shall attain, 
by means of union, equal power with capital, and shall 
be able to insist on terms of honorable and lasting 
peace. In the meantime there must be conflict, with all 
its consequences. In this conflict individuals, for the 
most part, can do little, but I think that you and your 
follow-workers in the matter of this bazaar are entitled 
to find satisfaction in the thought that you have done 
what you could, and-that what you have done has been 
in the right direction, and I do not know of any human 
effort that rests upon a more solid basis than this.” 


A NEW CROP OF “RULERS” 


UDGE LANDIS ‘is the ruler of organized baseball. 
Will Hays is ruler of the organized motion picture 
industry. Augustus Thomas is ruler of the organ- 
ized theatrical interests. The organized publishers 

have been talking about having a ruler, but they appear 
to have abandoned the idea. First thought is that we 
are coming to an. age of dictators, and there may be 
some danger of that. 
cates something better than dictatorships. 

These rulers in baseball, the theater and the movies 
have been selected for certain definite duties. They 
were selected by the people over whom they are to 
“rule.” They can be curbed or discharged by the same 
people. ° 


These rulers are really not rulers, if our understand- . 


ing is correct. They are highly paid—and let us hope 
highly competent—specialists who haye been appointed 
to do away with certain abuses which the individuals, 
enmeshed in the throes of bitter competition, could not 
abolish. 

The appointment of these rulers in reality is a con- 
demnation of reckless operation or business for the sole 
sake of profit. It is condemnation of the commercial- 
ization of production. 

In the movies it is Hays’ job to make movies mean 
more than profits. It is his job to make the movies 
mean good pictures. It is his job to stop movies that 
have a sordid and salacious box office attraction and no 
other merit. 

The newspapers call Hays ruler of the movies and 
that is .a short way of putting it, though an incorrect 
way. Hays is a co-ordinator, a regulator. He is there 
to do for all movie makers something that they are 
united in desiring, but powerless to get, each working 
by himself. 

The same is true of the other rulers—Landis and 
Thomas. 

These men, placed in highly paid jobs, may seek to 
add to their powers and to perpetuate themselves. It 
is to be hoped that such ambitions will be curbed. 
Presidents of the United States and Supreme Court 
judges have such desires. If we permit them to he 
realized it is not necessarily because the institutions 
are bad, but because the people fail in vigilance and 
intelligence. 

Let us be glad that the movies, baseball and the 
theatre have sought to find a way to so order their own 
business that governmental interference, with ite pat- 
ent dangers and unintelligence, may be kept out. Gov- 
ernment interference, either by way of censorship or 

by way of prosecution, is not helpful to the growth and 
service of any industry, whether the industry produces 
luxuries and pleasures or staples of necessity.

A NON-PARTISAN APPEAL 


AMUEL GOMPERS, Frank Morrison and James 
S O’Connell, as members of the executive committee 

of the National Non-Partisan Political Campaign of 

the Federation of Labor, have issued an appeal to 
all organizers of ‘the Federation appealing for united 
action at the polls in November for the cause of organ- 
ized labor. The aims of the committee are well repre- 
sented in its slogan: “Stand faithfully by our friends 
and elect them. Oppose our enemies and defeat them.” 
The importance of this course of action ought to be 
magnified to labor on all possible occasions. 

It must be said in all candor that this is a matter as 
to which labor has very frequently been grossly negli- 
gent. Its adherents have been too often disposed to 
generalize on principles, and have failed to partic- 
ularize on who could be expected to stand by them in 
the performance of public functions. They have been 
irfeffective because they shot in the air. There has 
been a great deal of that kind of shooting on the part of 
labor. 

It is the business of organized workers to know how 
every candidate for an office which has to do with the 
interests of labor stands on the essential issues. He 
may want to be judged by his words. When his pledges 
are given publicly and without equivocation, they may 
be accepted under conditions indicating their sincerity, 
but a much better test is to be found in their record 
and in the attitude they have shown when they were 
not asking for votes. It is usually not difficult to get a 
line on the real spirit of a candidate. Too many of 
them are fine and friendly before the election, and cold 
and disdainful afterward. There are effective tests. 

The important fact is to disregard the partisanship 
that usually holds the worker and get back of the men 
who are found to be all right. If labor would do that 
on every possible occasion, it would get help instead 
of hindrance from public officials. It is especially 
essential to pick carefully and wisely in choosing men 
for legislative positions, which have to do with the 
Labor has numerous units at the 
polls and can be strong if it is vigilant, while the 
capitalists are few and must depend on some form of 
bribery, but the latter are awake and on the job always. 


It is for labor to emulate their diligence and zeal. If it 
does that, it will win.—Cincinnati (Ohio) Labor 
Chronicle.

Con- 
ditions will not change until we ourselves change them, 
Stop wishing and hoping for better conditions and start 
an enthusiastic campaign for the union label. Wishing 
amounts to nothing unless accompanied by a firm reso- 
lution to make the wish come true. 

We shall become invincible just as soon as we fully 
realize the strength we possess in our power of pur- 
chase. -Our battle will be won when we give thought 
to the spending of our earnings. 

There is an overwhelming power in a number of 
persons all doing their utmost to accomplish the same 

result, Nothing can deter such a tremendous force 
from attaining success. 

With this thought as an inspiration, let us all deter- 
mine to help each other and ourselves by at all times 
demanding the union label, shop card and working but- 
ton~—Garment Worker.

Kramer for participa- 
tion in an unfair parade in Cleveland, 
O. The documents in the case are 
read. On motion the member was 
found guilty and a fine of $50 was im- 
posed. 





The Board enters into an extended 
discussion of the radio-broadcasting 
question and it is held that the matter 
of payment for such services is for 
the present left to local regulation. 





The Board concurs in the decision 
of the President that a request of Lo- 
cal 93, Kingston, Ont., for permission 
to play with and allow enlisted men 
to remain on the roster of member- 
ship, could not be granted. 





The Board holds that anything less 
than a week does not constitute a 
permanent engagement nor imply the 
depositing of a transfer card. 

It is held that if a regularly organ- 
ized traveling orchestra enters a 
jurisdiction and finds it necessary to 
augment the orchestra to comply with 
the minimum number of men law of 
that jurisdiction, the local by availing 
itself of the right to refuse to allow 
its members to augment such travel- 
ing orchestra thereby waives the right 
to charge the orchestra with a vio- 
lation of the minimum number of men 
regulation. 

In answer to a query from Local 71, 
Memphis, Tenn., the Board holds that 
if members fulfill a permanent trav- 
eling engagement in a jurisdiction, and 
during such engagement the condi- 
tions change from permanent engage- 
ment of consecutive nights to a lesser 
number of nights weekly, the mem- 
bers are bound by the conditions gov- 
erning said engagement when tzoy 
entered the jurisdiction; they cannot 
accept miscellaneous engagements. 





A request from member. Terry 
Swann, Andy -Bonkofsky, Colebourne 
and Riley of Local 11, Louisville, Ky., 
for reductions in the fines imposed 
upon them by the local, is considered. 

The Board holds that the local may 
reduce Swan’s fine to $150 and those 
of Colebourne and Riley to $75 each, 
but in the case of Bonkofsky no re- 
duction can be made as the Conven- 
tion has denied his appeal. 





A request of Local 4, Cleveland, O., 
to be permitted to reinstate Eva No- 
lish is considered, and the local was 
empowered to enroll her upon the pay- 
ment of a National Initiation Fee of 
$50 in addition to proper local fees, 
She must avail herself of the oppor- 
tuaity within 30 days. 


A bill of $7,500.00 for counsel fees, 
presented by Hoffman and Friedman, 
was on motion ordered paid.
